For instance, a nian may suffer with 


serious changes in the circulation in 
his brain which Would give him diz- 
ziness and headache. At the same 
time, however, he might be so fright- 
ened of what was happening to hi'm 
that he would deVelop a state of con- 
stant fear, as a result of which he 
would lose his appetite, be unable to 
sleep and be constantly depressed. 


The modern psychiatrist, therefore, 


must approach disease from both points 
of View-jfrom the point of view of the 
3hysical changes that have taken place 
m the body and from the point of view 
of the mental disturbances which re- 
sult in physical changes. One needs 
only to think of the reaction of the 
average persbn when he feels disgusted 
at having smelled a batl odor to realize 
low a nemotional condition can react 
ihysically—thus he might spit or vomit. 
In the same way a person who has 


suddenly seen another person shot or 
all from a height may react with phys- 
cal responses which are, the result of 
mental disturbances. 


Few people ever stop to realize how 


greatly our bodies are controlled by 
ur environment or the civilization in 
ivhich-we live. Thus we eat at certain 
Trfes—that is, three times a day—be- 
ause our work is^ arranged in rela- 
onship to such regular habits of eat- 
ng. Most of us sleep at night, but it is 
uite possible to have people work at 
ight and sleep in the daytime. 
A child naturally- grabs for food and 
ats it with his hands. It becomes 
ecessary to train his mind 'to make 
m eat his food slowly and to make 


lim use knife, fork and spoon in the 
proper manner. I have seen a child, 
not previously educated in such mat- 
ters, get out of its high chair and 
crawl on the table to get something it 
wanted. The parents, who did not be- 
lieve in social control, paid no atten- 
tion whatever. 


However, if the child is to live even- 


tually in a social order like that of the 
present, parents will be doing the child 
a kindness in training it to ask for 
what it wants at the table.

The strange, gigantic mounds and 


earthworks which still adorn the coun- 
tryside of Ohio and other regions of 
the Mississippi valley fired our ima- 
Kinalions.nnd challenged our curiosity. 
But how far can wo safely follow these 
visions without getting lost in sheer 
fantasy? 


Several facts make it difficult to 


solve the riddle of these early Indians 
(Mound Builders): they erected great, 
imposing structures which the later 'in- 
habitants of the same territory were 
not able to duplicate; they -left no rec- 
ognized descendants; nnd there was no 
ttadttiomil or even legendary knowl- 
edge of them with any tribe of Amer- 
ican Indians. Yet, by weighing the 
significance of the relics fount! in Ohio 
wo may be able to unearth a few in- 
teresting details. 


The attempt has been made to link 


the Mound Builders racially to the 
Pueblo Indians of New Mexico and the 
Aztecs of Mexico because of th'e rela- 
tively high standards of both civiliza- 
tions. But no adobe structures, so 
typical of the Pueblo Indians, have 
been found in Ohio. There is other 
evidence that speaks against the sup- 
position of a close relationship; tobacco 
smoking, which was rrrimensely pop- 
ular with the Mound Builders, was 
uncommon among the Aztecs. While 
tile former used pipes—they have left 
thousands of them buried in the O'hio 
mounds—the ancient Mexicans used 
tobacco almost exclusively for cere- 
monial purposes; they did not know 
the calumet, the peace pipe, nor had 
they n word lor it.

Perhaps it is'his Indiana back- 
ground that makes him shy of the Big 
City and the big city slickers. 


He has. been a melodist all his life, 


with plenty, of the usual ups and 
downs. His mother an amateur mus- 
ician, inspired him to play by ear at 
liome in Bloomington, Ind., where he 
still retires when he dusted off his 
routine duties in Hollywood or New 
York. 


He wrote his4 first song in Indiana 


University. "Riverboat Shuffle," it was, 
in the negro idiom and though that 
was a long time ago almost any band 
still has that tune at the tip of its 
tongue.

When the Indian 
Lived on Buffalo 
"' 


TJNTIL the white man came, 


the American Indian got'no 


closer to the thundering buffalo 
herds than the stifling , dust , of 
their stampedes. Then the white 
man taught the Indian to ride and 
shoot, and with that lesson the 
life of the plains redmen changed 
rapidly. 


For the Indian found that the 


buffalo provided p r a c t i c a l l y 
everything he needed: clothing, 
shelter, food. 
The buffalo had a 


rich meat, the tongue was a par- 
ticular delicacy. From the fat and 
meat, the redman made pemmican, 
a rich paste mixed with berries. 
Next, the Indian learned to make 
tepees from the buffalo hides and 
at the same time robes and bed- 
ding, shirts, moccasins, leggings, 
rope. The buffalo hoofs also pro- 
duced glue and the sinews thread 
and bow strings. 


So it happened that in a few 


decades the great buffalo popula- 
tion, estimated as high as 60,000,- 
000 head at ono time, dwindled as 
the redman increased his slaugh- 
ter. 
But the real slaughter .was 


to come, with the immigrants 
themselves.

Here June 13 


An opportunity to inspect one ot the 


finest steam passenger trains ever as- 
sembled will be given residents of thin 
city at 11:05 a. m. to 12:30 p. m., June 
13, when the Missouri Pacific Lines' 
exhibition special pulls into the local 
yards for an hour and a half stop in 
the course of its 2800-mile tour o£ the 
west and southwest.
